Will GriVM Seriously Wounded 
By OIlie Crlder Monday. 



Monday afternoon Marion was 
the aoene of a ilioat disptorable 
•hooting affair. Abont 3 o'clock 
the usual quietude of our town 
was broken by the report of a pis- 
tol. It was Boon discovered that 
ths discharge of that pistol meant 
the loss of a human life, for as a 
result of a quarrel Ollie Orider, a 
young farmer of the Bells Mines 
neigtaDorhood shot and jjerhnps 
roortallv wooodsd. Will Graves, a 
son ofthelats John P. Oravee 
The shooting oooonrad in front of 
H. Koltiusky's grocery store, on 
Main street. 

It seems that the two men have 
long been enemies and on Monday 
met at Koltinsky's stor^ and after 
the use of bitter words Wows fol- 
lowed and suddenly Crider drew n 
revolver from his pooket and shot 
Graves. Marshal Ijoyd arrived at 
this instant and catching Crider 
aroand the hodv called for help, 
M Crider was strpgsUBg to free 
himself. Mr, John Hqrley came 
and disarmed Crider, who on be- 
ing told it was tlie marsitftl who 
had grabbed him, became qniet 
and was taken to jail. GniTea was 
carried to Bine & Nunn's law of- 
fice and Drfl. J. J. Clark, T. A, 
Fraser, and Newooin were called 
in. It was foond that the bullet 
had anteied the left side, ranged a 
little ap«aitf, <b«n stniok a rib 
and passed on, probably panttrat* 
ing thi stomach. An attempt WM 
made to get the bullet by probinff

It is indeed a sad affair. Both 
men are well known farmers, and 
both have numerous friends all 
over the county. Mr. Field Ori- 
der, father of the man that did 
the shooting is one of the best 
known farmers in Crittenden coun- 
ty, Will Graves has a reputation 
of being a quiet, sober, hard wor- 
king man. Beveral years ago he 
married a daughter of Mr. Albert 
Truitt, and as a result of this mar- 
riage two children were bom. 

Ollie Crider has always been re- 
garded as a man of good oharaoter, 
peaceful and iadnsmotis. 

Mr. Crider has employed James 
& James, Blue & Nunn and Moore 
& Moore to look after his case. 

Tuesday afternoon a moticm for 
bail was made and granted by 
Juilge Rochester. The bond was 
fixed at 13,000 and waa immediate- 
ly given. The preliminary exami- 
nation has been set for Deo. 21.

I 
waited to see if be would leave, 
but every few minutes he would 
look in the door. At last I thought 
he was gone and started uu t. He 
bad jostateppedout of siaht and 
avl went oat came up ana began 
to abuse me. He kicked me and 
then I struck at liiiu with my jug 
of coal oil. All tluB titne he hnd 
h|s pistol in his hand. I then tur- 
jned end ataried into the store but 
'justasI opseKKlthe door he shot

Of this num- 
ber 455 were sncceesful, 100 lost, 
74 compromised and 58 are still 
pending; 217,493 persons were di- 
rectly benefitted, while 11,257 
wera inTolT«d in lofe or oompro- 
mind strikes. .
